Nick Tana 
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en Ljubo Milicevic recently signed for FC 

Zurich in Switzerland, he became the latest in 

an ever-increasing number of Australians who've gone 

overseas to try their luck - there are now well over 200 

Aussies abroad, with most of those scattered 
throughout Europe. 

The figures certainly sound impressive but in reality, 
is this situation actually helping Australian soccer or is 
it perhaps even hindering its progress? 

You've only got to look at the Socceroos' recent 
failed World Cup campaign - despite all these 
players in Europe, Frank Farina's side was still well 
beaten by Uruguay. 

But really, when you look at the Socceroo squad, 
was it such a surprise? Every one of the squad bar one 
were based overseas, but how many of them could 
you really say were playing regular top level soccer? 

Do we make foo much of the fact so many of our 
players are based overseas? Maybe instead of 
judging Australia's progress on a world level by the 
number of players in Europe, we should look at the 
number playing regularly in the top leagues. 

There seems to be a perception in Australia that a 
player has cracked it if he gets a contract in Europe, 
regardless of who it's with. 

That's not to criticise the standard of these lesser leagues 
and their players - obviously the level is considerably 
greater than the NSL at the moment, but there's no doubt 
they're also nowhere near the class of the Premier League, 
Italy's Serie A or the Primera Liga in Spain. 

Players like Milicevic and Ivan Ergic (on loan at FC 
Basel from Juventus), are both exceptional young 
talents with enormous potential who've started off in a 
middle-range competition. They have time on their 
side and there's every likelihood they'll finish up with 
a big club in one of the glamour leagues. 

However, there seems to be an increasing number 
of NSL players, good players, but players who are 
certainly not dominating the local scene, who are 
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heading overseas, with many of them going al an age 
where big clubs would be very unlikely to look twice 
at them. Many are obviously never going to make it to 
a higher level but it's this lure of playing in Europe, 
despite the fact it may be for a team few have heard 
of and who play in front of lower crowds than the 
Glory. Just as an example, in a recent round of 
matches in Portugal's top division, the best crowd was 
15,000 and six of the nine games were played in 
front of 5,000 or less, with three of those attracting 
fewer than 1,500 spectators - and that's not 
uncommon for a lot of the lesser European leagues 

How much better would the NSL be if even half ol 
those players returned home? Not the very top 
players, they'll never return, besides the Australian 
competition will never be good enough to cater for 
them. But for the players who are currently playing for 
average clubs in average leagues it could be a 
different story. If a number of them came back, in a 
few years time they might find themselves playing in 
an Australian league that's not too different in 
standard to where they were. 

Unfortunately, it's not as simple as that - there are 
several major stumbling blocks. There's still that prestige 
associated with playing overseas, particularly in Europe, 
regardless of who you play for or in which country. Then 
there's the related issue of culture. Whatever people in 
Australia may say, the soccer culture here is nothing ever 
approaching that of the "true" soccer nations of the 
world. Sure, some of the players here may live ond 
breathe soccer, but in much of Europe and South 
America, whole cities live and breathe the game. In fact 
for many, soccer is life and life is soccer. 

The other problem is of course the matter of money 
No matter what anyone says, if you can earn several 
times as much in an English second or third division 
side or a mid-table, parttime Scandinavian team than 
you can in the NSL (and for many players at Eastern 
States clubs, that's not too hard), there's only one 
place you'll be going. 

So at the moment, is it any wonder every Australian 
and his dog wants to go overseas? 

Everyone who's got an inkling of an interest in 
Australian soccer knows the answer but so lar noone 
seems to know how to reach it. It's a bit like the 
chicken and the egg - we need more money to ln 
pumped into the competition and higher wages and 
on, in order to entice more players to stay here ov 
return home and help lilt the N5SL's profile But then 
need to have a more attractive, more martketabl 
better run and higher level of competiiion ta atiiat 
these crowds and sponsors

He was a great believer in defenders defending and letting 
the attackers attack. His philosophy was that you are there to 
stop the ball going into the net. He got me into the habit of 
staying in the back third and curbing my attacking instincts. 


"A lot of people don't believe | used to play os a striker, 
because they don't see me going forward very often, but I'm 
quite happy to let Jamie (Hornwell) and Shane (Pryce) drive 
upfield. Shane does it regularly and set up the first gool 
against Brisbane last week, while Jamie, of course, got the 
second with that header from Scott Miller's pass.

\ huge debate is raging in China on whether to reform 
he penal code to stop football clubs bribing referees to 
x matches in what's become known as the “black 
whistle" affair. The scandal comes as the national team 
yas secured a place in the World Cup for the first time in 
's history. Wealthy businessman Li Shufu, owner of the 
3uangzhou Jili club, and Song Weiping, director of 
‘hejiang Lucheng, have now gone public about the deep- 
rooted corruption in the sport, even pointing the finger at 
hemselves. In a programme broadcast at the end of 
ecember, the two explained how they negotiated with 
referees through intermediaries to fix matches. "In 
important matches | handed over six-figure sums," said 
jong, while Li said money changed hands in 70 to 80 
percent of all matches. The Chinese football federation 
Jecided in October to sanction five second division clubs, 
neluding Zhejiang Lucheng, after the results of three 
natches raised suspicions. Meanwhile, the Guangzhou 
lub has quit the federation in protest after the referee 
lowed a goal against it by an opponent who was 
learly offside. Guangzhou Jili is suing the powerful 
Chinese football federation for damaging its honour
